The strength and organization of the Soviet ground forces in the Soviet~ 
occupied countries of Murope has not changed since the middle of hay 1952. 
The divisions in the Soviet Zone of Germany which moved to the troop 
trainine grounds in April 1952 prepared their quarters in mid-May 1952 
prior to the start of training. Individual units were observed moving to . 
the training grounds for long-term summer exercises during the first half 
of May. A comprehensive reorganization of high Seviet 2ommand posts and 
units was carried out. in the area south and west of Berlin, The fact that 
this measure also affected the Hg SOPG which, since 19h5, had been perma~ 
nently stationed in the eastern sector of POTSDAL, leads to the conclusion 
that these transfers must have resulted from crowing political tensions, 
Yowever, no signs indicating the preparation of an armed attack by the 
Tussians in the near future are discernible,

Crly the Soviet personnel moved 
to the area of the Stammlager ZOSSEN at. the end of May 1952, 


The quartefis which becane vacant as a result of the reshuffling pro- 
eran, with unidentified units also moving out from the Stamlager 
ZOSSEN toward an undetermined direction, have been occupied by the 

Hq amd offices of the GOFG from POTSDAM and BABEISBERG since about 

25 May 1952, The offices invoived appsrently are offices of the GOFG 
in the Kriegsschule and the Ruinenberg Kaserne and offices of the 

Chief of Rear Services in the Adolf Hitler Kaserne. The new quarters 
in the WUENSDORF-ZOSSEN area of these offices have not been determined; 
hovever, it can be assumed that the comand posts from BABRISBERG will 
be housed in the Panzertruppenschule which is the most suitable installa- - 
tion, 

The transfer of the Hq GOFG which had been in the BABELSBERG restricted 
area since 19)5 and, most probably, the transfer of still other offices 
of the GOrG In POTSDAM is undoubtedly the result of growing political 
tensions, It is believed that the former location of the liq GOFG at the 
barder of the American sector was deamed inappropriate in view of a 
possible plan to close the border of West BERLIN, ‘the reconditioned 
barracks installations in WNNGDORF are suitable as new quarters. The 
fact that the Hq and headquarters units of the Third Gde Mecs Army and 
the large repair shop had been transferred to the barracks installations 
in WUENSDQE in Decenber 1951 and officers! courses were still con- 
ducted there in the summer of 1951 seems to prove that the reshuffling of 
offices and units had not been prepared long in advance. 


Training and Field Exercises. 


he Division Training, — 


The main movement to the troop training grounds of the majority of the 

_ combat divisions was completed by the end of April 1952. However, some 

_ individual troop shipments arrived behind schedule. As had been antici- 
pated, about one third of the 21st Gds ileez Div moved to the new troop 
training grounds at LOSSA north of WEIMAR as late as 5 to 10 May, 
Further components of the division will probably follow after the neces 
sary quarters have been prepared. As in 1951, the troops started indi~ 
vidual training and training at group level at the troop training grounds 
after the preparation of their quarters in May. The following additional 
infomation on the occupation of, and the training at, the troop training 
grounds supplements the previous analysis, # 


a, Eighth Guards Army Area,

struction on tanks ami artillery pieces and tank driving practice. 
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A snallescale Mele exercise was held involving the employment of 
smoke screens. The majority of the motor vehicles observed belong 
to the 57th Gds itz Rifle Div and some to the corps troops of the 
XXIX Gds Nts Rifle Corps.

LETZLING HEATH, 


Camp PLANKEN and Camp BORN appear to be occupied to capacity by 

units of the 7th Gds Tank Div and, possibly, elements of the 19th 
Gds Mecz Div from MAGDEBURG, Pesides motor vehicles of these two 
divisions, individual vehicles of the 9th Mecz Div and the 136th dds 
Hv Tank SP Regt. of the Third Shock Army also appeared until about

Camp DOLLE. Camps occupied by hitherto unidentified units in the 
northern section of LETZLIIO NEATH apparently include a camp south 
of NOTTENDORF, a new and larger camp in the area of BARRIERE ZIENAU, 
which wag estatlished in the winter of 1951, and a tent camp south~ 
west of LETZLINGEN, It is possible that, about 22 May 1952, the first 
large-scale field exercises involving several units including 110-15 
units were held in the area betwoon BORN-PLANKEN and? ALQENSLEBEN, 
“Motor vehicles observed there during that period included vehicles of 
the 7th Gds Tank Div, the 19th Gds Mecz Div, the 3lst AAA Div and 
headquarters troops of the Third Gds lees Arny.

Supplementary information revealed that components of the 18th Mecz 
Div moved from their three garrisons in 38. shipments to the WITTSTOCK 
troop training greunds during the period from 10 to 17 April 1952,

First Gds Necz Army Area.

Prior to 7 Hay, most of the motor vehicles observed in the area of the 
troop training grounds belonged tc the 3th Gds Mecz Div and the 11th 
Gds Tank Div. ‘(nly in isolated instances did vehicles belong to the 
9th Tank Div. Mield exercises could not be observed as the training 
area was strictly cordoned off. Iowever, artillery fire was heard 
almost daily from the training grounds . 


ZEITHAIN, 


No information has boon obtained directly from the troop training 
grounds. However, signal troops of the 9th Tank Div constructed tele- 
phone lines in the area south of BAD LIEDENVERDA during the period 
from 9 to ly May 1952, and therefore it is possible that at least 
elements of the division were at the ZEITHAIN troop training crounds 
which is situated south of BAD LIEBENVERDA at the beginning of May. 


Second Gda Mecz Army Area, 


Because this army lacks an army training grounds as is available to the 
other armies, the divisions and headquarters troops are forced to 
rotate their units to small training grounds in the army area as some 
of them had done in the preceding years. Most of these camps are in 
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the area of NEUSTRELITZ, Nutments and tent camps west of the town

clude a tent camp in the area west of ZIERKE, north of NEUSTRELITZ; 

a new hutment in the Peutsche Forest, east of the NEUSTRELIT2- 
PENZLIN road, which was occupied by components of the 2d Light Arty 
Brig (US) of the Second Gds Necg Army in ORANIENBURG at the beginning 
of May 1952: an old hutment under reconstruction in the area of 
PRIESTERBACK, 2 km south of SPFCK; and a tent camp along the 
PRIESTENBACK-SPECK road.

Hammelspring was enlarged and new firing ranges for rifles, machine 

guns and pistols were established immediately after the troops had 
arrived, The troops in the camp participated in physical exercises, 
theoretical instruction, close~order drill and maintenance duty on 
weapons, equipment and vehicles until the middle of May, Training with 
rifles and light machine guns at group level was conducted on the 
terrain, Both canps were alerted on 26 May. These alerts were pre- 
sumably for practice only and of a type which had also been observed 

at various troop training crounds last year. 


LIEDEROSE, 


The units of the 7th Gds Mecz Div which had moved to the LIEGEROSE 

troop training grounds from their posts in mid~April, were still at 

the training grounds about 15 viay 1952, Sixty low temporary wooden 
buildings which would replace the emergancy quarters used in 1951 were 
under construction in Camp JAMLIT. No major field exercises vere 
conducted prior to the middle of May. The dally routine of the troops, 
at that time, predominantly included instruction on arms, infantry drill, 
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political indoctrination and maintenance duty on weapons and 
vehicles. Further training included close~bombat practice, 
aiming and loading practice and subealiber firing from 

revolving tank turrets at a target ranze. Troops were repeatedly 
instructed on a miniature area which was 60 x 100 meters. One 
small-scale night practice was held.

AAA units were shipped to. or from the troop training grounds during - 
the period under review, it can safely be assumed that the occu~-

c. Engineer Troops. 


The main training center of the majority of the engineer troops in. 
the Soviet Zone of Germany is on the Elbe River between WITTENDERGE 
and RIESA as in 1951. The units stationed in this area since mid-

d. During the period from C to 12 May 1952, the lth AT Arty Brig (US) 
of the IV Arty Corps in JUJTERDOG-Neues Lager was transferred to 
the BRRGEN-SASSNITZ—PRORA area, while the unidentified artillory 
brigade of the LXXIX !ftz Rifle Corps in the Nordlager, ALTENGRABCW, 
noved in part t5 the barracks installation on Memeler Strasse, 
ROSTOCK, and in part to the barracks installation on Uluenstrasse. 
A return to JUETERBOG of the th aT Arty Brig appears improbable as 
the previous quarters were occupied by the Hq Third dds Mecs Army 
at the end of ay 1952, The corps artillery brigade was allegedly 
to remain in the ROSTOCK area until July 1952. As it is unusual te 
transfer an AT artillery brigade to an island where it is isolated, 
it is inferred that no tactical reasons are behind this operation. 
The same conclusion applies to the transfer of the corps artillery 
brigade which was transferred from the corps area. Rather, it is 
believed that these reshufflings were made for reasons of training, 
especially as the new area is suitable for firing practice at sea 
targets with live amaunition.

Transportation, 


12, Operational conditions on the Soviet Zone railroads continued to be sébis- 
factory in May. The number of freight cars claimed by the Soviet occu- 
pation authority was normal. Coal stocks which amounted to 30,156 tons 
on 12 May: 1952, had hardly changed as compared with total coal stocks 
available in April, The grain shuttle train and moter vehicle exchange 

- programs as well as the shipment of uranium ore continued during May. 
Another special transportation program through Soviet Zone border | 
crossing points was the shipment of about 700 artillery pieces with 
calibers of up to 75,2—um from the U.5,S5.R. to FUERSTENWALDE, This pro= 
gran was started in late April and early Nay. Part of this shipment was 
delivered to the Volkspolizei. 
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13, The following railroad construction projects were under way during 
the reported period: 


a, Reconstruction of the second track on the GUBEN-FALKENBERG rail- 
road line; 


b. Reconstruction of the second track on the GROSSBEEREN~SHDDIN rail- 
road line, which cartimes the southern section of the BERLIN 
Outer Freight Ring to the wests 


¢, Improvement of the GUBEN railroad station in order to ease the 
traffic burden on the FRANKYUR!/Oder border crossing point. 


1, According to an official count of freight cars completed on 31 March 
1952, a total of 112,027 freight.cars including 2,613 heavy-duty 
flatears and well wagons were available in the Soviet Zone of Germany. 


15, .In connection with the isolation of vest BERLIN from the Soviet Zone © 
of Germany, the employees of the Directorate General, Railroads, 
BERLIN, living in West BERLIN were reassigned to the BERLIN regional 
railroad headquarters. They were then sent on leave for an indefinite 
period. 


16. Ag in the previous months, Soviet supply operations, in May 1952, 

centered on the vehicle exchange program. During the period from 
early February to 17 Hay, a total of 4,327 new vehicles, mostly 3—ton 
trucks, were shipped to the Seviet Zone of Germany. According to a 
rough estimate, about 2,000 motor vehicles, the bulk of them lend- 
lease equipment, were returned to the U.5.5,R. No tanks were observed 

arriving in Germany in April and way. After being temporarily inter~ 
rupted in the second half of April, the shipmont by rail of Jet air- 
craft from the U.5.5.R. to Germany was resused. During the peried from 
the beginning of this year to 15 May, a total of 480 I1G-15s arrived. 
Due to the increased deliveries of heavy equipment such as motor vehicles, 
weapons am aircraft, the rate of supply shipments from the U.5.5.R. 
to Germany again increased considerably. In April 1952, a total of 
2,201 boxears entered the Soviet Zone via FRANIFURT/Qder as against 
1,271 recorded in March. A total of 1,05 boxcars was loaded with heavy 
equipment. Otherwise Soviet supply traffic was normal. The increased 
rate of supply shipments involving heavy equipment was reflected in a 
marked increase of Soviet intra-zonal supply traffic during the month 
of April. In connection with summer training started in April, ammunition 
shipments exceeded the level observed during the first three months of | 
the year. In April, 321 carloads of ammunition were recorded, and 
during the first half of Yay, this number rose to 375. A total of 361, 
303 ond. 133 carloads of ammunition was observed in January, February and 
March respectively. 


German Yolkspolizei, 


17. Operations te bring the cadre units and schools of the military Volkspoli- 

sei to full T/ strength wore started in early May 1952, It has been 
determined to date that 26 trains loaded with military equipment were 
dispatched frou Soviet supply installations to 17 cadre units and four 
schools, In several cases, it could definitely be established that the 
trains carried light artillery pieces, AA guns and mortars. One of the 
shipments was consigned to the school of the Grenzpolizei in SOND. ‘RSHAUSEN. 
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13, The delivery of military equipment to the Volkspolizel was paralleled 
by the recruiting of new personnel taken from fhe 1927 through 193) 
Classes, Although the recruiting campaign has been continuously in- 
tensified, it has not had the desired success to date, It is believed 
that the personnel strength of Volkspolizel cadre units will be raised 
by about 30 percent in the course of this sumer, This process will 
probably be accelerated by a transfer of men from younger classes from 
non-military Volkspolizei detachments to military cadre units. How~ 
ever, it is impossible ta bring these cadre units to their authorized 
t/O strength without passing a universal military service law. 


19, Various observations indicate that security measures along the Soviet 
Zonal bourdaries are being tightened by a reinforcement of border 
police units and other appropriate measures, The isolation of BERLIN 
is also being affected by similar measures.
